Ubleago is the great distributing point In the 
Went for these goods, and the clothing trade 
is rapidly increasing. At certain seasons of 
the year they make up certain lines of goods, 
particularly suited to their market, on which 
they make a fair profit, but their production 
of fine goods is very small; in fact, all the 
finer grades of goods for the retail trade are 
purchased in the East, principally in New 
York and Boston, In low priced goods the 
West is also very far behind, and nearly all 
such goods are purchased in the markets in 
New York. This business ia carried on to a 
very great extent hy what are termed middle 
men, who take large quantities of cloth al- 
ready cut, and make it up at very low rates, 
some of these manufacturers employing two 
end threo huadred women and girla, It is 
estimated that there is capital amounting to 
ut least $15,000,000 employed in this business 
in New York alone.
